SSURANCE that the trunk line -sewer to serve

Torrance and the temporary disposal plant will
be ready for use by next June is unusually good news
for Torrance. :

This city has started already on a substantial
growth that will reach large proportions by summer.
Yet the capacity of the present sewer farm has been
reached. The addition of service to any appreciable
improved territory would be next to impossible.

Were this city affected by the delay in the. matter
of the ocean outfall, serious difficulties might be
encountered here.

As matters stand Torrance is in an enviable po-
gition regarding sewage disposal. When the new
trunk and filtration plant are completed all Torrance
will have to do is make a short connection and the
local sewage system may then be expanded to any
size needed. .

The bidding In auction is undoubtedly moré¢ important than the play,
but the difference is not great enough for a player to feel that he has
mastered the game when he has mastered the bidding. The play of
the hands will always be important, both from an offensive standpoint
(the winning of games) and from a defensive standpoint (the saving

of games). The offensive play is important when playing with the
dummy, and it is really remarkable how many players fail to make
the most of their opportunities. Defensive play is always more difficult

than offensive play because you cannot know definitely what your
partner holds. When playing with the dummy, however, a player has
26 cards with which to get the best results. There is no guess work
connected with it, so that if a mistake is made it 1s due to faulty use
of known materials. The following hands fllustrate two important
principles of dummy play, and should be carefully noted. An analysis
will be given in the next article.

Z dealt and bid one club, A three hearts, Y four
clubs, and B four hearts. Z bid five clubs, A ‘and Y passed, and B
doubled. All passed, A opéned the king of hearts and all followed.
A then led the trey of diamonds. How should Z plan the play of
the hand?

No score, rubber game. Z dealt and bid one club, A one spade, Y two
diamonds, and B passed. Z bid two hearts and all passed. A opened
the deuce of diamonds and Z won the trick with the ace. He now
led the four of hearts and allowed B to win the trick with the nine
of hearts. B now led the seven of dlamonds. What should Z play
and how should he plan the play of the hand?

No score, rubber game. What should Z as dealer bid? Z should bid
one heart. Don't let 100 aces influence you to make an unsound
no-trump bid when you have a sound heart or spade bid, as in this
hand. The game is far more important than the honor score.

Answer to Problem No. 10

Hearts—A, K, Q, 3 : Y

Clubs—8 T A B:
Diamonds—A, K, Q, J, 8,8 ° .
Spades—9, 6 : z

No score, rubber game. If Z dealt and bid three spades, what should
A bid? The question in this hand is whether to bid four hearts or
four diamonds. The latter bid seems the better bid because of the
length in trumps. You are almost certain to be forced to trump
spades or clubs, so should bid the longer suit. If you should bid four
hearts and be forced to trump, you would be in a bad position if you
found four or more hearts ni an opponent's hand. Four diamonds is
much the sounder bid.
